TWENTY SEVEN 




Twenty-seven orphans of the U. S. Marine 
Corps — that's what they were—and they were 
pretty sore about itl 

Why not? Among those 27 orphans were 
some of the top-flight fighter pilots in the Marine 
Corps, and there they were, cooling their heels 
in idleness, on several South Pacific Islands. 

Some of the men were made orphans after 
becoming ilL While they were recuperating, 
their squadrons picked up and moved on with* 
out them. Others were left behind when their 
squadrons broke up after casualties from 
enemy action, while still others were cut loose 
because of accidents, and planes that were 
damaged or destroyed. 

Twenty of these orphans finally found them- 
selves together at the Wing Command, Espiritu, 
'Santo, New Hebrides. Later, seven more men 
were added to the group. 

Somehow they didn't hit it up with the other 
Marine sky fighters. When a squadron needed 
replacements, the orphans were never called* 
and that made them angrier than ever. 

Probably the maddest of all were Major Greg- 
ory Boyington and Major Stanley R. Bailey. 

These two officers, with a wonderful idea in 
the back of their heads, got together their crew 
and determined to get back in action again or 
bust 

They literally hounded headquarters, insist- 
ing that they be permitted to form a squadron. 
Finally, they wore headquarters down. 

"OX." they were told. "Start your squadron. 
You're commanding officer, Boyington I" 

When Boyington recovered from the shock. 
he wheeled about, smacked Bailey on the back 
and shouted, "You're my executive officer. 
Steal" 



That night there wot a celebration that will 
be remembered in the minds of those 27 men 
as one of the highspots of the late and unla- 
mented World War II! 

Boyington's squadron was officially dubbed 
the "VMM 14". but that colorless appellation 
didn't appeal to either "Pappy" Boyington, or 
his men. They wanted a name with some zip 

to it. 

Various names were suggested, but most of 
them were quickly rejected. 

Shortly afterwards, one of the Marine flyers 
hopped to his feet and shaking with excite- 
ment, he cried, "Let's call ourselves 'The Black- 
sheep!'" 

And that's what they became * * * "Pappy'* 
Blacksheep"! 

The Blacksheep were looked down on by the 
rest of the Marine air men, which only made 
the 27 orphans more determined than ever to 
prove that they had what it takes. 

It was pretty tough going, because they had 
only 15 Corsair fighters in action, but as it de- 
veloped, that was plenty. In 9 short weeks 
they piled up a record that amazed the world, 
and that had the Japs in that neck of the woods 
gasping for air. 

Before they went after the Nips, however, the 
Blacksheep were allowed a short time to be- 
come a well trained, smoothly co-ordinated 
Marine squadron. 

"Look fellows," Pappy told them. "We have 
exactly 8 old Corsairs with which to train, and 
3'/ 2 weeks to do it in! But we'll do it! We'll 
work like dogs— and I'd better not hear a 
squawk from any of you!" 

They not only worked like dogs . . . they 
worked like mad dogs! They were almost dead 
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on their feet every night. They had only a lew 
hours' sleep, and at the crack of dawn tfcey 
were up and at it again. 

But theref weren't any squawks, and Paopy 
gradually developed a squadron that worked 
perfectly as a team, a sight beautiful to see. 
At the end of their training period even Pappy 
was pleased with them. 

In characteristic fashion, he scowled as he 
said to them. "You'U do. fellows. You're O.K.!" 

They didn't want or need any mote praise 
than that, because in their own hearts they 
knew they could outfight and outfly any squad- 
ron at the base. 

On September 15, 1943, the Blacksheep had 
an opportunity to show what they could do. 

With 15 VMF-214 Corsairs, they were as- 
signed to escort a flight of Dauntlesses and 
Avengers on a strike over the southern Up of 
Bougalneville. 

Led by Boyington and Bailey, the Blacksheep 
took off. each man tense as he waited for 
action. 

It wasn't long before they got it! 

While the big bombers plastered an airstrio. 
almost 50 Jap Zeros zoomed Ln, and the fight 
was on. 

The Blacksheep had been joined by 10 fight- 
ers from another squadron, and although they 
were outnumbered two to, one, it didn't seem 
to make much difference because on that fate- 
ful day. 14 Zeros bit the dust, and 11 others 
were damaged sa badly that they probably 
never were able to fly again. 

It was a glorious beginning and the Block' 
sheep were pretty cocky about it They were 
more anxious to roam the skies again. 

Don't think they didn't get plenty of action, 
because they did. As one of the men put it 
"We flew our blamed heads off!" 

But they didn't see another Nip plane for 
eight days! 

"Guess we've wiped out the entire Jap air 
forcel" they boasted. 

However, on that eighth day . . . Septem- 
ber 23rd to be exact . . . they ran smack into 
forty Zeros. 

The going was hot and heavy while it lasted. 
The Blacksheep swooped, swirled and dived 
like ducks, but when It was all over 7 Japa- 
nese planes had been shot down, and the re- 
mainder had scooted home. Not a single Black- 
sheep plane had been struck! 

That was in the morning. The same after- 
noon, noyington. Bailey and another Black- 
sheep plane were scouting around, when they 
ran against the greatest adventure of their lives. 

The three planes were streaking over a cloud, 
when suddenly they swung down to tree top 
level over Vella la Vella. and what they saw 
made them laugh with glee. 

There, in plain view was a 100-foot Japanese 
cargo steam launch 1 

/ "Let 'em have it!" Boyington shouted into 
the radio, and that suited the men in the other 
two planes Just right. 



They opened up with their guns, the bullets 
pouring into the steamer like ram on a tin 
roof setting the boat afire and paralyzing the 
stunned crew. Then, the planes fanned out and 



strafed the bivouacs. 

Those Nips didn't know what had struck them, 
it all happened so quickly. They became rat- 
tled and so excited that, everything they did 
was wrong. 

Major Bailey best and most accurately de- 
scribed what occurred after returning to base. 

"We took those Japs so unaware," he ex- 
plained, "and they became so excited, that in- 
stead of letting us have it with their ana-aircraft 
guns, darned U they didn't start firing on their 
own shore batteries! They missed us by a 
mile!" 

After that the Blacksheep saw plenty of 
action. They had become famous at the Marine 
base, and evidently, the Japs were afraid of 
them too, because on numerous occasions 
Pappy and his bovs ran up against squadrons 
twice as large as their own, but the Nips turned 
tail and went home I 

One of the Blacksheep's neatest tricks was to 
go up to 20,000 feet over enemy basest and 
challenge the Japs to come after them. By 
means of this device they succeeded in knock* 

nout 20 enemy planes in two days, 
heir first tour of duty ended on October 20. 
Their second was even more impressive— It was 
positively sensational. Poppy's Blacksheep 
downed 94 planes in combat; 32 additional 

f Janes were believed to have been destroyed; 
Nip craft were damaged in the air; and 21 
planes were wrecked on the ground! 

And there's still morel 

In addition to the 100-foot steamer destroyed, 
the Blacksheep sent down a 50-foot cargo 
steamer, a 70-foot Jap operated Chinese junk, 
a 70-foot steam launch, 20 supply barges, three 
Jap troop barges, one raft Jammed with troops 
and 15 other surface craft. 

The original Blacksheep are no more, even 
though a squadron still used the name as they 
rode to even greater glory. 

But Pappy Boyington and 11 others are not 
with the unit. They were reported missing in 
action. One thing is certain, though. Wherever 
Pappy Boyington is, he has probably formed
